A plan under which two of the 
present housing developments 
in the Madison-Venice area 
would be designated for rental

County Housing Authority at its 
annual meeting Thursday night 

The plan was submitted to the 
authority by Madison Mayor 
Mike Sasyk, Mrs. Dorothy 
Bridick, president of the 


New Pontoon 
tavern hours 


Pontoon Beach taverns will 
be able to remain open an extra 
hour each morning, the Pontoon 
Beach Village Board decided at 
its meeting Thursday night. 

In an amendment to 
Ordinance 3, the liquor control 
ordinance, the hours at which 
village taverns must close were 
extended to 2 a.m. on weekdays 
and Saturdays, and 3 a.m. on 
Sundays. The new hours con: 
form to the hours for taverns in 
the unincorporated areas of 
Madison County 

The board also voted to in- 
crease the number of Class A 
liquor licenses in the village 
from eight to nine and to create 
the first club license for non- 
profit organizations. Neither of 
the new licenses has been 
assigned. 

The village nuisance or 
dinance was amended to 
comply with new state 
regulations allowing the open 
burning of leaves but not paper 
or trash. 

A proposal to hire a full-time 
village street commissioner 
was discussed and board 
members voted to request a 
financial feasibility study be 
made by the village treasurer 
on the issue. 

Two street department bills, 
submitted by Chester Anderson, 
part-time street commissioner, 
were deferred by the board for 
the third consecutive meeting. 
The bills, for installation of two 
load limit signs, are $56 for 
rental of a truck and $20 for 
labor, 

It was reported that 
documents from a_ village 
survey on population are 
missing. The documents are 
necessary before the village can 
apply to the federal government 
and request a new census. The 
village survey showed 3,235 
residents in the village while the 
1970 federal census listed 2,448 
residents. 

The. additional residents, if 
verified by a new federal 
census, would increase the 
village's income from motor 
fuel tax and federal revenue 
sharing about 32 per cent. These 


funds are appropriated on the — 


basis of population. : 

Floyd David Moss, village 
board president, said he will try

Doctor opposed to 
total abortion ban 


A list of St. Elizabeth Hospital 
Medical Staff members sub- 
mitted to the Press-Record last 
week, including the name of Dr. 
Luis Ventura, should not have 
named him, he said Friday 
afternoon. 

The group listed was 
described as opposing ‘the idea 
of abortion on demand” here. 

Dr. Ventura’s letter Friday 
related, “The issue of Nov. 15 of 
your paper has me a co: 
to a resolution ‘completely 
opposed to the idea of abortion 
on demand in the Granite City 
area.” 

“Phe truth is I did not sign it, 
and when someone called me 
about it I told him I could not 
sign because it would be am- 
biguous for me to do so. I shall 
try to explain my position on 
this issue here. 

Whereas I unmistakably 
deplore and condemn the 
abuses of abortion on demand 
as being a promotor of sexual 
promiscuity, I also feel that 
there are instances in which 
an abortion is justified. 

Perhaps I am in need of 
reassessing my own sense of 
values. Who knows? It may be . 
that the position taken by the 
Catholic Chureh is right. 

“However, without any 
degree. of flamboyancy, I 
submit that as a thinking man 
and as a physician, my 


judgment cannot be clouded 
with religious premises in 
dealing with the harsh realities 
of a cruel world,” Dr. Ventura 
continued. 

“Tam thinking right now of a 
12-year-old girl raped by her 
own father and subsequently 
becoming pregnant. I would not 
hesitate for a minute to 
recommend an “abortion on 
demand.’ 

“Tam also thinking of a 
mother who already has two 
mongoloid children, She is 
pregnant again. She fears 
another retarded. Her physician 
refers her to Chicago. 

“The amniotic fluid is 
examined. The fetus has the 
typical chromosomal changes. 
of Mongolism. I would not 
hesitate to recommend 
‘abortion on demand.’ 

“Yet, in both of these in. 
stances, an abortion on demand 
would be unthinkable in many 
quarters 

“Who is right? I do not know. 
Do they?”

Belleville Area College 
came a reality on Oct. 29, 1966, 
when citizens of the area passed 
a referendum to establish a 
Class I Junior College under 
authority granted by the state of 
Illinois. It became operational 
on July 1, 1967, when 
elected board assumed control 

The College looks back with 
pride to a history of twenty 
years under the name of 
Belleville Junior College. 

The Board of Education, 
District 201, established the 
College in September 1946 in 
conjunction with Belleville 
Township High School, which 
had been in existence since 
1917 

The first graduating class, 
June 1948, numbered 48. 

As a direct result. of strong 
community interest in the 
opportunity for higher 
education, the College grew 
both in size and influence, ex- 
panding the curriculum, 
enlarging the evening program, 
initiating a summer session, 
and added a nursing program in 
1958. 

The North Central 
Association granted full ac- 
creditation in 1961 

In the fall of 1965, the College 
acquired an identity of its own 
by moving to a new campus on 
West Boulevard, to be joined by 
Belleville Township High School 
East one year later 

Transition to Class I status 
was achieved through the 
contributions of many people— 
boards of education; ad- 
ministrators of the College; 
high schools and grade schools; 
faculty members; members of 
Parent-Teacher Associations; 
individual citizens; and the 
student body of the College 

The College provided ad- 
ditional occupational programs 
in September 1967 to meet

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Constructive compromise puts needed spotlight on development disabilities 


Substitution of compromise for 
confrontation has led to a reason- 
able settlement of the dispute 
over whether there should be a 
separate state department to han- 
dle programs for the retarded. 

The Illinois Association for the 
Mentally Retarded has long con- 
tended, apparently with justifica- 
tion, that the retarded did not' get 
proper attention from the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health, which is 
concerned primarily with mental 
illness. 

It was Gov. Daniel Walker’s 
contention, however, that a sepa- 
rate department would be unnec- 
essarily costly, and there's 
validity to that argument. 

Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan, who had 
himself successfully promoted a 
new Department on Aging, got in- 
to the act and worked out a com- 
promise agreed to by the gover- 
nor, the sponsors of the legislation 


which the governor had vetoed, 
and the Association for the Men- 
tally Retarded. 


The compromise calls for ap- 
pointment within the Department 
of Mental Health of a deputy di- 
rector and seven regional coor- 
dinators who will oversee the de- 
velopmental disabilities functions 
of the department. The name of 
the department is expanded to 
Department of Mental Health and 
Developmental Disabilities. Gov. 
Walker also agreed to speed up 
release of $10 million in supple- 
mental appropriations for mental 
retardation and to the movement 
of retarded persons out of mental 
hospitals to facilities for the re- 
tarded. 


Maybe this can set a pattern for 
compromise on other issues such 
as tax relief or the regional transit 
authority for the Chicago area. 


Watergate misuse of political campaign funds provides lesson for Illinois 


Joseph T. Meek, a lobbyist in 
the Illinois General Assembly for 
40 years and once a candidate for 
the U.S. Senate, has told the state 
Senate in a simple, straightfor- 
ward way why ethics legislation is 
needed. 

|He cited how tough it was to so- 
licit funds for his campaign in 1954 
and how he had to accept money 
from people who he was reason- 
ably sure would want something 
in return. He told how he received 
an offer of a contribution of 
$200,000 if he would pledge to vote 
the way Sherman Adams, then 
chief aide to President Eisenhow- 
er, wanted him to vote on every 
issue. 

Nevertheless, his plea for action 
seemed to be shunned by a big 
share of the senators whose prin- 
cipal concern is what will happen 
to their own campaign contribu- 
tions if disclosure laws are 
passed. 

The senators contend their con- 
stituents aren’t concerned about 
this issue, basing this on the fact 
that constituents haven’t been 
writing letters about it to the leg- 
islators, 

What the senators don’t seem to 
understand, or don’t: want to ad- 
mit, is that the biggest share of 
the Watergate scandal results 
from the collection and misuse of 
political campaign funds. And the 
people certainly are concerned 
about that. It’s axiomatic that the 
person or group which makes big 
campaign contributions — wheth- 
er it be in a race for the state Sen- 
ate or for the U.S. presidency — is 
going to expect and in most cases 
get better treatment than the per- 
son or group which does not con- 
tribute.

Drop in unemployment noted along with helpful cooling of inflated economy 


ALMOST LOST in recent head- 
lines on the persistent national 
trauma of Watergate and the re- 
newed tensions in the Middle East 
was-a tiny bit of encouraging 
news. 

The nation’s unemployment 
rate dropped to 4.5 per cent, the 
lowest figure since early 1970.

in that fashion, they should at 
least have to be identified so the 
citizenry can know who holds the 
purse strings over their elected 
officials. For some, who depend 
on state contracts for their liveli- 
hood, contributing to campaigns 
is mandatory if they want to stay 
in business. The people could see 
that plainly if a sound political 
contributions disclosure law were 
in effect. If those who failed to 
contribute were being cut out of 
contracts, it would be obvious. 

Sen. Hudson Sours, R-Peoria, 
one of the leading opponents of in- 
come and campaign disclosure 
laws, asked Meek if any law can 
ever make a bad man into a good 
man. Meek answered him superb- 
ly, saying, ‘‘No, but it can make it 
a lot tougher for him to be a bad 
man.” 

If we followed Sours’ thesis in 
asking this question — the idea 
that because a law can’t change 
an individual we shouldn't pass a 
law — we would have a totally 
lawless society. A law forbidding 
drunk driving won’t prevent ev- 
ery intoxicated man from getting 
behind the wheel, but it can serve 
to discourage drunk driving by 
providing penalties for the of- 
fense. Likewise, laws establishing 
governmental political ethics can 
carry penalties for those who vio- 
late them. 

Meek gave the senators good 
advice when he told them, 
“*You’ve got to.put wisdom before 
wealth, confidence before cash.” 

We hope he’s convinced a ma- 
jority of them, because only by 
bringing campaign practices out 
into the daylight and throwing a 
spotlight on the financial prac- 
tices of candidates and officehold- 
ers can the confidence of the peo- 
ple in government be restored.

natural environment to be 
ravaged. But the fact is that we 
do not live in abstraction. We 
live in the real world of here and 
now. 

It is part of the nature of our 
world that jobs and commerce 
and public resources are 
essential if people are to reccive 
the services without which they 
cannot live in a civilized, decent 
fashion. 

The only means of achieving 
such things and keeping pace 
with need, for the present and 
for the foreseable future, is to 
expand the local economy and 
the local tax base. 

‘This may or may not be the 
ideal situation, but it is the 
situation that exists and the one 
we must deal with. The people 
of St. Louis are like people 
everywhere: they cannot 
maintain their community 
without money. 

Without an expanding 
economic base, our people will 
suffer. Ultimately our com- 
munity will die. And if I may 
take the liberty of paraphrasing 
Sir Winston Churchill’s words, I 
did not assume my present 
position with the Regional 
Commerce = and Growth 
Association to oversee the 
disintegration of Greater St. 
Louis. 

Some persons who recognize 
the community's need for

money preserve? their 
arguments against growth by 
proposing that we should draw 
upon outside help to provide 
services to our people. 

We should turn to the state 
and federal governments, for 
example, for the tax revenues 
lost as a result of no growth in 
the local tax base, they contend. 

Again, this idea may or may 
not have merit. I am not going 
to attempt to unravel its dif- 
ficulties here except to point out 
two things., 

The first is that it raises the 
question of where outside 
revenues would come from if 
most communities stopped 
growing. The second and more 
basic problem is the lack of 
realism in attempting to depend 
upon outside revenues. 

At present there is no reason 
to think or hope that any ex- 
ternal sources of public money 
will prove adequate to meet the 
public needs of the St. Louis 
area's population. 4 

We need growth, therefore, 
but we need and must try to 
achieve good, orderly, well- 
planned growth that will help 
the region—without disrupting 
it or destroying the things that 
make it as pleasant as it is 


Nov. 22: tears, trauma 
of assassination told 


By JACK WEBB 


President John F. Kennedy 
was shot and killed by an as- 
sassin’s bullet 10 years ago 
Nov. 22. 

Ten long years have dim- 
med the memory of the 
youngest man ever elected to 
the presidency of the United 
States — a man with a quick 
smile and the rugged, tanned 
face of an athlete, who led the 
nation through ‘one of the 
greatest crises of the cold 
war, and who opened the door 
to what he hoped would be 
peace around the world. 

At Arlington National 
Cemetery, where John Ken- 
nedy’s body lies beneath an 
eternal flame, no special 
ceremonies are planned, 
though thousands of visitors 
are expected. 

In Dallas, Tex., the Council 
of Churches will hold a Ser- 
vice at Dealey Plaza, next to 
the street where the president 
was assassinated. 

John F. Kennedy was a man 
who seemed to come right out 
of an F. Scott Fitzgeraid novel 
— a handsome man from a 
wealthy family, who bucked 
prejudice against his youth 
and Catholic religion to rise to 
the highest office in the land. 
For millions of people around 
the world, he was a symbol of 
youth, freedom and the “‘New 
Frontier” which he preached. 

“Let the word go forth from 
this time and place,” Ken- 
nedy had said on the freezing- 
cold morning of his inaugura- 
tion, “that the torch has 
passed to a new generation of 
Americans — born in this cen- 
tury, tempered by war, disci- 
plined by a cold and bitter 


peace.” 

Kennedy's death plunged 
the world into shock and grief. 
Parliaments adjourned, busi- 
nesses ground to a halt, bars 
closed, church bells tolled and 
people wept. 

Tears came to the eyes of 
American Gls in the jungles 
of South Vietnam. 

Reports reaching Vienna 
from Soviet countries also 
told of men and women weep- 
ing unashamedly, and the 
Moscow Radio played funeral 
music. 

Hardened U.S. politicians 
shed tears at the passing of a 
man who seemed to have 
something magical about 
him. They called it 
“charisma."* 

In Dallas, a young boy who 
had been looking directly at 
President Kennedy as the fa- 
tal bullet struck, described 
the scene. “It made me 
weak,” he said. “It was hor- 
rible. 

“The crowds were cheer- 
ing, but all at once they 
changed to screaming. The 
car was about 10 feet from me 
when a bullet hit the president 
in the head. The shots came 
from a window right above 
me in the building in front of 
which my friends and I were 


standing. 

“Mr. Kennedy had a big 
wide smile, but when he was 
hit, his face turned blank. 
There was no smile, no frown, 
nothing. He fell over Jackie's 
knees and didn’t say any- 


thing. 

“She stood up screaming. 
‘There was blood all over her 
and everything. She tried to 
raise him up, but he fell back 
over her.”” 

A half-hour later Kennedy 


was dead. 

The stock exchange closed 
within minutes after hearing 
that Kennedy was shot. It suf- 
fered a $10.5 billion loss. 

Mourning candles flickered 
in the windows of East 
Berliners under Communist 
rule. 

Former French President 
Charles de Gaulle, who at- 
tended the fallen president’s 
funeral three days later, said 
Kennedy “died as a soldier 
under fire, for his duty and in 
the service of his country.” 

Former Texas Gov. John B. 
Connally, who had also been 
shot as the Kennedy motor- 
cade wound its way through a 
cheering, friendly crowd in 
Dallas, says today, “‘A great 
deal will be written about it, I 
know. I have nothing to add, 
nothing I want to add now.” 

‘The wave of mourning that 
swept America was greater 
than anything since the death 
of Abraham Lincoln. Gone 
was the brave PT boat com- 
mander of World War II, who 
swam three miles with an in- 
jured crewman in his arms 
when his boat was sunk by the 
Japanese; the man who had 
called Nikita Khrushchev’s 
bluff over the Russian mis- 
siles in Cuba and who cheered 
the nation as it waited five 
days for the Soviet leader’s 
reply, fearing an atomic war; 
a man who was beloved by 
millions even in the first year 
of his administration, when 
little was accomplished in the 
face of a reluctant Congress. 

John F. Kennedy was dead. 

‘And it seemed, that cold No- 
vember day when the Marines 
played taps over his grave, 
that something brave and free 
had died in each of us, too. _

When young adults are

There will be no shortage of 
turkeys this holiday season. The 
nation’s turkey growers have 
readied 132 million birds for 
market this year—up two per 
cent over last year 

Turkey prices will be higher 
than last year, however, 
because of an unexpected surge 
in demand for turkey as the 
price of beef skyrocketed last 
summer. 

Depending on the area of the 
country and the kind of bird 
purchased, the price may 
range from 59 to 89 cents a 
pound—about 20 cents a pound 
more than last season. 

During June, July and 
August, consumers were buying 
turkeys at a rate 7 per cent to 8 
per cent higher than last year as 
food retailers filled their empty 
meat cases with turkeys. That 
heavy demand has now been 
translated into higher turkey 
prices, despite a bumper crop. 

Another key factor has been 
the rise in feed prices, affecting 
all meat prices. Corn and 
soybean meal, the main con- 
stituents of a turkeys diet, have 
risen over last year—corn by 90 
cents a bushel and soybean 
meal by $40 a ton 

Fifteen states, led by Min- 
nesota, California and North 
Carolina, produce 98 per cent of 
the turkey crop each year 

Minnesota alone has grown 23 
million turkeys this year, up 
from 18 million in 1972. 

Here are three ways to get the 
best available price: Buy a tom 
turkey (hens can run 8 to 10 
cents a pound higher); buy a 
bird without the extras 
(“premium” birds that are pre-

basted or include a disposable 
thermometer bring a higher 
price); and finally, look for a 
grocer who is featuring turkey 
to attract holiday shoppers. 

Part of the holiday tradition is 
to buy a turkey so big that it 
barely fits into the oven. But a 
young bird, under 20 pounds 
when purchased, is a better 
nutritional buy than a mature 
bird. 

A young bird, dressed before 
it is 24 weeks old, has 16 per cent 
more protein than a 28 or 30- 
pound turkey, which has had 
eight to ten more weeks to grow. 
Also, a young turkey typically 
contains one-fourth the fat and 
provides half the calories of a 
bigger bird. 

Nutritionists prefer turkey 
meat because it is high in 
protein and B-vitamin content 
and low in saturated fat. 
Hospitals, schools and other 
institutions, which serve turkey 
year-around, now purchase 
nearly half ‘of the nation’s 
annual turkey production. 

Ten years ago, 90 per cent of 
the turkeys grown during the 
year were sold in the last 60 
days of the year—when holiday 
demand was at its peak. But 
now, only 47 per cent of the 
turkey crop is sold during the 
holidays, and birds mature for 
market every week of the year. 

Turkey meat provides about 
15 per cent more protein per 
pound than U.S. Choice sirloin, 
and significantly fewer calories 
and less saturated fat.

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BE CRAFTY 
Make centerpiece 
for Thanksgiving 


By ALICE MORRELL 


‘About this time of year it’s 
nice to look back on our year 
and count our many blessings. 
I think you will find thts cen- 
terpiece is in keeping with 
that thought and hope you will 
find it fun to make 

You will need two milk car- 
tons or two sheets of 14-inch- 
by-22-inch posterboard. You 
will also need paper to cover 
your cardboard base, card- 
board, corks, wooden beads, 
masking tape, glue, scissors, 
scrap material, ruler, pencil 
and felt tip pens. 

To start the Thanksgiving 
centerpiece, cut a piece of 
cardboard 9 by 12 inches. This 
is the base. Cover this with ei- 
ther brown wrapping paper, 
material or metalic wrapping 
paper (I chose the last). Any 
of these will do nicely 

‘There are two ways to make 
the church. Easiest is to use 
two milk cartons (J-quart 
size). Cover one with metalic 
paper and glue where you de- 
sire on your base. Cut the oth- 
er to four inches, cover with 
metalic paper and glue to the 
base in back of the steeple. 
Add the roofs, following direc- 
tions below. 

To make a steeple of poster- 
board, cut a piece of 11 by 11 
inches, divide this into four 
24-inch panels and leave one- 
inch panel.for overlap. Score 
the side lines for easier fold- 
ing. Fold the four sections and 
hold together with masking 
tape. Cover the steeple with 
mefalic foil, then cut up 4 
inch on the bottom corner, 
fold under and glue to base. 
(Fig. 1) 

Measure another piece of 
posterboard with four 2%-inch 
panels. Measure the two out- 
side panels to be 3'% inches 


sure to put the extra inches on 
the opposite ends to fold over 
for bottom sections as in Fig. 
2, Fold and seal with masking 
tape. Cover with paper and 
glue to base in back of the 
steeple. 

To make the roof for the 
church, cut a piece of poster 
board four by six inches, fold 
so the roof is four inches long 
and three inches high, cover 
with paper and attach with 
masking tape as in Fig. 1 


To make the steeple roof cut 
a circle 10 inches across, 
mark four panels to measure 
312 inches at the bottom leav- 
ing an inch for overlap as in 
Fig. 3. Score and fold and at- 
tach together with masking 
tape. Cover with a different 
colored paper and attach to 
the steeple. Make doors and 
windows of different papers 
and glue into place 

To make people, use con- 
struction paper cones around 
corks to form ladies. I use 
wooden beads for heads and 
attach them with pieces of 
pipe cleaners and glue into 
place. To make men make 
tubes of construction paper - 
around corks and a wide cone 
for their coats (Fig. 4). I use 
such things as thimbles and 
plastic toothpaste tube caps 
for the hats, tiny bits of wool 
yarn for hair and bits of lace 
for the ladies dresses. Dress- 
ing them is lots of fun. 

Place your people on the 
base around the church and 
you can add dried flowers and 
even tiny stones to give your 
centerpiece a more pleasing 
appearance. 

Try dressing your people in 
Pilgrim costumes, Amish or 
just early American

Whether we follow President 
Nixon's proposal to lower the 
speed limit to 50 miles per hour 
or increase our decreased limit 
to 55 as suggested by Gov.

R. Buckminster Fuller, 
visiting professor at Southern 
Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville, will be the keynote 
speaker Jan. 8 for the start of 
the University Seminar there. 
‘The choice of Fuller as keynoter 
was announced Friday by Dr. 
John S. Rendleman, SIUE 
president. 

The University Seminar is a 
new forum for interdisciplinary 
study and discussion of serious 
problems facing society. The 
topic selected for the current 
academic year is “Shaping the 
Environment.” 

Fuller is a “philosopher, 
engineer, poet, mathematician, 
futurist, revolutionary 
visionary and maverick ar- 
chitect without portfolio.” 
Recognized and written about 
throughout the world, he has 
received 26 honorary degrees, 
including one from Oxford 
University in England. 

He is best known as the 
developer of the geodesic’dome. 
One of the largest of these 
domes was constructed for the 
Union Tank Car Co. at Wood 
River and is 384 feet in 
diameter. 

The Religious Center at 
SIUE, designed by Fuller, is 
topped by a geodesic dome 
tinted to show the world’s water 
and land masses. 3 

Fuller also is known for his 
tetrahedron floating city con- 
cept—building entire cities in 
modular components. He has 
proposed a dome city for the 
East St. Louis riverfront. 

Fuller was named university 


Carbondale in 1959 as a 
professor of design science and 
moved to the local campus in 
July 1972, Earlier this year he 
became a visiting professor, 
lecturing at the university < 
various times. 

Faculty members from the 
Schools of Business, Education, 
Fine Arts, Humanities, Science 
and Technology and Social 
Scienge will be members of the 
seminar. Each school will have 
one representative, selécted by 
Dr. Rendleman from slates of 
three to be nominated by the 
individual schools 

Faculty selected will receive 
a $600 honorarium for their 
contributions to the seminar. 
Each faculty member will 
designate an outstanding 
student to be known as a 
Presidential Scholar; the 
students will assist in presen- 
tations of the seminar and each 
will receive a $200 stipend 

Seminar sessions will be held 
throughout the year, each 
school having an opportunity to 
make a presentation dealing 
with the environmental theme. 
Cooperative approaches within 
academic disciplines will be 
encouraged 

The entire university com- 
munity and the public will be 
invited to attend seminar 
sessions and participate in the 
proceedings of the seminar. “It 
will present the public with the 
best we have to offer on matters 
of both current and_perrenial 
interest,” the president said. 


New Illinois 
environment 
agency head 


Gov. Dan Walker on Thur- 
sday appointed Jeffrey R. Diver 
of Waukegan as acting director 
of the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

Diver replaces John M. 
Marco, who resigned to work in 
Abner J. Mikva’s congressional 
campaign. 

Diver joined the EPA as chief 
legal counsel in July. He was 
appointed deputy director last 
month. 

He was previously an at- 
torney in Waukegan and a 
member of Gov. Walker’s 
Transition Task Force, working 
with the Department of 
Revenue. 

Diver also has taught men- 
tally retarded children in 
Baltimore and was a social 
worker and remedial education 
specialist in New York City. The 
31-year-old lawyer is a graduate 
of Johns Hopkins University 
and Columbia University Law 
School. 


are concernéd—is the fact 
that they may be lowered at all. 

It has already been shown 
that reducing speed saves on 
gasoline consumption, and it 
has been shown for some years 
how reducing speed saves lives. 

For example, a study con- 
ducted by the Journal of 
American Insurance indicated 
that the odds turn sharply 
against the driver as he passes 
the 50 miles per hour mark. 

Increasing his speed from 55 
to65 mph doubles his chances of 
being killed if involved in an 
accident, while at 75 mph the 
fatality odds increase to a 
staggering 600 per cent. 

Using ~ numbers instead of 
odds, that’s 25 persons killed 
Per 1,000 auto accidents at 55 
mph. 50 persons per 1/000 at 65 
mph, and 125 fatalities per 
1,000 at 75 mph. 

If you need more persuasion 
for lowering the limits, consider 
these hazards created by speed: 

The old rule-of-thumb that- 
remaining .one car length 
behind the guy in front for each 
10 miles you are traveling is a 
lot of hogwash, according to a 
report from the Illinois State 
Police. 

This rule might have been 
true when speed limits were 
considerably lower. For 
example, at 50 mph the average 
driver can slam on his brakes 
for a panic stop and bring his 
vehicle to a halt in about 16 car 
lengths or 267 feet. 

But the same driver traveling 
60 mph will take about 24 car 
lengths or 404 feet to come to 
that same stop—an increase of 
about 51 per cent 

That's just for daytime 
driving, too. After the sun goes 


down, the increase in stopping 
becomes even more pronoun- 
ced. 

The Uniform Vehicle Code 
specifies that auto headlamps 
“be so aimed and of such in- 
tensity as to reveal persons and 
vehicles at a distance of at least 
350 feet ahead.”” 

That is slightly more than the 
distance needed to stop a car 
traveling at 55. At 60, it is highly 
unlikely that a motorist could 
stop in time to avoid hitting a 
stationary object. 

Other factors affected by 

speed are driver reaction 

time and speed estimating 
ability. 

The distance traveled in a 
driver’s reaction time—about 
-75 seconds—increases with 
speed. ° 

For instance, at 60 mph a car 
length can be covered in the 
time it takes to blink an eye. 

A pedestrian’s ability to judge 
the speed of an oncoming” 
vehicle decreases with speed. 
He is three and one-half times 
as likely to misjudge the speed 
of a vehicle approaching at 60 
mph than at 20 mph. 

Field of vision and vehicle 
acceteration capabilities also 
are related to speed. 

A driver adjusts to increased 
speed by focusing his eyes at 
farther torward distances, thus 
narrowing his field of ‘clear 
vision. 

Sometimes the only practical 
means of avoiding an ac- 
cident—vehicle acceleration— 
is impaired as the speed in- 
creases. Research has shown as 
many as 78 per cent of drivers 
tested will underestimate the 
distance needed to pass a lead 
car traveling at 50 mph.

Electricity 
plan lauded 


Union Electric Co. last week 
was awarded a 1973 Environ- 
mental Service Award by 
Conway Research, Inc., for its 
participation in .an  ex- 
perimental project in which 
City of St. Louis refuse is 
burned to generate electricity. 

The awards are made an- 
nually for “significant 
achievement in the har- 
monizing of economic 
development with sound con- 
servation principles.” 

The trash-burning test project 
is a cooperative venture bet- 
ween Union Electric, the City of 
St. Louis and ‘the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Up to a third (300 tons per 
day) of the city’s refuse is 
processed, and the combustible 
waste is trucked to UE’s 
Meramec power plant in South 
St. Louis County where it is 
burned, with coal, to generate 
electricity 

The project saves on coal, a 
natural resource, as well ‘as 
landfill space. 

It soon will be expanded so 
that ferrous waste’ extracted 
from the trash will be remelted 
in place of another natural 
resource, iron ore, in blast 
furnaces at Granite City Steel 


Steel import 


valve rises 


The declared per ton value of 
steel imported during the first 
nine months of 1973 was sub- 
stantially higher than it was 
during the comparable period of 
last year. 

The American Iron and Steel 
Institute reported last week that 
foreign steel landed in this 
country through September had 
an average declared value of 
$180.48 per ton. This compares 
with a nine month, 1972, 
average declared value of 
$157.62 per ton. 

According to government 
data, 1,075,000 tons of steel 
imports arrived at U.S. ports 
during September. This raised 
total steel imports through the 
first_nine months of 1973 to 
11,511,000 tons, or 6.7 per cent 
less than the 12,338,000 tons 
which landed in the U-S. during 
the comparable period of last 
year. 

Imports of certain specialty 
steels, however, are up over 
1972. ‘Through the first nine 
months of this year, foreign 
shipments of tool steels were 
running 52 per cent ahead of last 
year's pace, while alloy steel 
imports were up 5 per cent. 

Despite the fact that overall 
imports were down, foreign 
steel shipments into ‘the Gulf 
Coast-Mexican Border region 
and to off-shore U.S. ports also 
showed slight increases over 
the first three quarters of 1972. 

By the end of September, the 
1973 U.S. trade deficit in steel 
mill products had reached 
$1,407,454 ,000.

Red Cross policies in 
.Mid-East war outlined 


A review of present American 
Red Cross policies and ac- 
tivities of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) in relation to the Middle 
East conflict was heard last 
week by directors of the Tri- 
“City American Red Cross 
Chapter. 

Mrs. Ruby Overbeck, 
executive secretary, reported 
that ICRC representatives 
began supervising the exchange 
of Israeli and Egyptian 
prisoners of war Thursday. 

The operation involving an 
estimated 8,000 Egyptian 
soldiers and close to 400 Israeli 
troops is expected to be com- 
pleted this week. 

International Red Cross 
delegates stationed for some 
weeks in Egypt, Syria, Jordan, 
Lebanon, and Israel were 
directly involved in the prisoner 
exchange negotiations, Mrs. 
Overbeck advised. 

Governments involved in the 
conflict were reminded of their 
obligations under the Geneva 
Conventions by the ICRC, which 
gave top priority to three treaty 
mandates—securing lists of 
prisoners, visiting prisoners 
and the repatriation of severely 
wounded prisoners, directors 
were informed. 

The International Committee 
was successful in receiving 
initial POW lists from Israeli 
and Egyptian authorities and 
ICRC delegates were permitted 
to visit the prisoners in Israel, 
Egypt and Lebanon during the 
negotiating period. 

J..C. Margadant. of the 
Netherlands Red Cross Society 
was assigned to the ICRC for 
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fund raising and liaison with 
national “societies throughout 
the world. 

The American Red Cross will 
accept cash donations for 
support of Red Cross relief 
activities in the Middle Eas' 
but is not conducting a fui 
drive nor soliciting con- 
tributions at this time, Mrs. 
Overbeck said. | 

Individuals offering to 
volunteer their services or 
supplies to any of the countries 
concerned are being referred to 
the appropriate embassy. 

Since many Americans have 
offered to donate blood in behalf 
of victims of the conflict, 
American Red Cross regional 
blood centers have been advised 
that the ARC will meet official 
requests for blood or blood 
products to the, best of its 
ability. 

Blood centers are to accept 
blood donations either on behalf 
of all the victims of the Middle 
East conflict or for a specific 
nation involved, Mrs. Overbeck 
said 

If blood is donated in behalf of 
victims of the hostilities, but 
requests for shipment are not 
received, the blood will be used 
to meet transfusion needs in the 
communities where the 
donations originated, she said. 

An airplane carrying six 
specialists in radio, logistics 
and relief were sent by the 
ICRC from Switzerland. The 
plane’s seven-ton cargo con- 
tained emergency medical 
supplies, 1,000 doses of blood 
plasma and radio equipment. 

The ICRC set up a base of 
operation in Nicosia, Cyprus,

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and stored some supplies in its 
own warehouse in Beirut, 
Lebanon. 

Additional emergency action 
since has been taken, par- 
ticularly~through the provision 
of medical and surgical teams 
in cooperation with national 
societies in the Middle tl. 
ARC officials reported 

At the present time, it is not 
possible for the American Red 


-Cross to handle health and 


welfare inquiries about in- 
dividuals in the war area, Mrs. 
Overbeck advised. Concerned 
individuals should attempt to 
reach their relatives through 
commercial facilities, 

Overseas telephones are in 
operation in all of the countries 
involved, although considerable 
delays can be anticipated in 
putting through calls. Cables, 
radio, and telex also are in 
operation, again with some 
delay, although in. some areas 
delivery of messages cannot be 
guaranteed. 

Addresses where cables may 
be sent for informationn con- 
cerning Americans, Israelis, 
Egyptians, Lebanese, Syrians, 
Jordanians and Iraqis may be 
obtained from the Red Cross 
office, 1411 Twenty-first St., or 
by calling 452-7184. 

In other reports at the local 
ARC board meeting, Mrs. 
Overbeck said 125 contacts 
were made during October, 
including six emergency leave 
reporting, five extension of 
leaves, five health-welfare 
reports, 30 other reportings, 63 
counseling, four financial 
assistance, 11 service reports 
and seven information only 
requests,

Holiday driving tips 


The first winter storms of the 
season frequently occur during

Specifically, Veizer suggested 
the following tips for safer 
driving during winter months: 

Correct immediately all 
vehicle defects that can cause 
trouble or concern during 
slippery going. 

Use a brush and scraper to 
clear all windows as well as 


stopping to prevent wheel 
locking and skidding. 

Equip car with snow tires or 
studded tires. 

Allow considerably more 
distance between cars in traffic. 

Be sure the winterizing 
checklist includes lights, bat- 
fery, heater, defroster, seat 
belts, windshield wipers, 
brakes, tires and tire chains. 

Check weather reports and 
adjust driving schedules to 
allow for reduced speed on 
slippery roads. 

“And for Thanksgiving's 
sake, check the weather and 
road reports before starting 
out,’’ Veizer added. The 
weather bureau, state police or 
local motor club usually can 
give you this information. 
Starting out in the face of severe 
storm conditions could inyite an 
experience for which you might

direct ‘expenses involved in 
hosting the 1973 festival on the 
SIUE campus. 

In the same edition, the 
Telegraph carried ‘an editorial 
saying, ‘‘New questions of 
credibility involving SIUE 
relationships with the 
Mississippi River Festival have 
arisen,” and that ‘$40,000 in 
additional costs, such as 
security overtime - hitherto 
unreported publicly” had been 
incurred. 

Dr. Rendleman’s letter cited 
a story in the Telegraph June 8, 
following a meeting of the SIU 
Board at which the MRF con- 
tract was discussed, in which 
Thompson wrote that the SIUE 
president had told the board the 
university would have indirect 
costs of “about $100,000” over 
and above the $40,000 it would 
receive under the contract with 
MRF.

Consumerists, legal 
aides to help public 


The volunteer consumer 
advocates to be added to state 
boards and commissions where 
legally possible are intended to 
“protect and advance the public 
interest.” 

At the same time he disclosed 
the plan last week, Gov. Daniel 
Walker announced a_ joint 
program between the state and 
the Legal Assistance Fund to 
begin a legal aid partnership. 

Goal of the partnership is to 
“improve people's access to 
legal services and help solve 
people’s problems where 
governmental agencies are 
involved.” 

Gov. Walker said the part- 
nership includes an affirmative 
policy of cooperation with legal 
aid attorneys by the state and 
all its agencies, working with 
the Legal Assistance Fund, 
which is affiliated with the 
Illinois Bar Association. 

‘The consumer program will be 
directed by Mrs. Celia Maloney 
of Chicago, consumer advocate 
for the state. 

‘The legal aid program will be 
directed by Atty.

“They should not be deprived 
of what they are entitled to. We 
are taking steps to make sure 
state agencies dealing with the 
public are sensitive to the 
special problems of poor people 

“But when a lawyer. is 
required, we will encourage 
people to seek legal help iif they 
can afford it, and legal aid help 
when they cannot. 

“We will do whatever we can 
to make sure that no one is 
treated peremptorily because 
he cannot afford an attorney.” 

The legal assistance fund 
attorneys will remain free and 
independent of any government 
influence, the governor said. 
Their job will be to represent 
people, not state government, 
he added
